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INTRODUCTION. 


Preliminary Note. 

This Uanclbook is intended for the use of Indian students 
who wsh to come to Great Britain for study or traininp;, either 
academic or technical. It is devised as a general guide to help 
the enquirer to form some idea as to the course of study which 
he desires to pui-sue, of the institutions where such a course 
may be taken, and of the approximate expense. A general 
account is given of the educational facilities available in the 
Universities and technical TnsliUitions of this eountrs’-, of the 
necessaiy prcliminaty qualifications leqxiircd, and of the various 
concessions and exemptions which may be secured in virtue of 
qualifications alread}* obtained in India. But the Handbook is 
not to be taken as a substitute for the calondam or detailed 
prospectuses of the desired Institution, which should always 
be consulted before a final decision is made. 


Necessity oE obtaining exact Information before leaving India. 

Too nmeh emphasis cannot be laid upon the importance, 
and indeed necessity, of obtaining detailed and precise 
information before Uie student leaves India. i\Incli time and 
money has been wasted by students who, relying perhaps on 
meagre and insufficient infonnation, have come to this country 
only to discover that the .special facilities tlie.v desired were 
not in their case immediately available, or that they have 
arrived at a time unsuitable for beginning a coutse, or that 
their preliminary qualifications are inadequate, or that they are 
not jmt in a position to comply with some essential rule or 
regulation of the institution to which thej’ seek admission. 
TJie only way to avoid these difficulties is to obtain reliable 
infonnation beforehand, so that all tiecessary anangements for 
admission to tlie University or College may be made before the 
student leaves India. 

Date of Arrival in England. 

The first point to be noted is that practically every 
University, OoUege, or School in Great Britain begins its 
academic year in Septeinber or October. Owing to ignorance 
of this fact, a stndent sometimes amves at other times in 
the year, say in December, February, or April, and even 
though he may, in exceptional circumstances, secure admission 
at once to a Unixmrsity, his work in that academic year will 
not, as a general rule, count towards the number of sessions’ 
or terms’ attendance required before a degree or diploma can 
lie secured. On the contrary, he will probably have to 
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oomplcto llio full length nf the eonr^c sfarlinff ^

A si" 
iboreforc, once he has decided on his College and conrs

Application for Admission. 

It is advisable that the fiiut or preliniinaiy enquiries , 
be made not later than Tebrnary or March of the year in 
it is desired to secure admis=ion, though it should always tie 
borne in mind that the earlier an application is made by a 
suitably qualified studeut for admission in any particulni' yeap 
the better will be its chance of success. 

To assist students to obtain detailed information and t*! 
secure an offer of admission, University Bureaux and Advisoi’y 
Committees (of which a list is given on page iv) have been 
established in India. 


The calendars and prospectuses of British UniveraitieS, 
Colleges, &c., may be cousultecl at tbe olfice of each University 
Bureau and Advisory Committee in India, and a studerjt 
intending to come to Great Bidtain may tlms make himsellf 
acquainted until the exact regulations governing the special 
course or scheme of study he desires to pursue.

Oommittces in India, and. tlirongli llrom, the OHico of the High 
Commissioner in l^ndon, are consnltod. In tliis way a student 
can ensure tliat his application for admission contains full infor- 
mation and is accompanied by the necessary certificates, cither 
in oi iginal or in duplicate, in the absence of rvliich it could only 
receive preliminary consideration, rsdiilst fnrthei', and perhaps 
repeated, references to India might bo nccesbary before the 
University found itself in ])OSscssion of all the desired facts. 
Corresjrondenco between the Univei-sity and the student apjdy- 
ing for and obtaining detailed information, point by point, is 
avoided, and a definite riding and decision is usually obtained 
from the Univereity imtcli (luicicor than would otherwise have 
been tbe case. Anj" application, therefore, should always 
include full information oi the coinso of study contemplated and 
of the preliminary qualifications of the applicant, and should bo 
accompanied by all necessary ceitilicalcs either in duplicate or 
in original; if in duplicate, they should be duly certified as 
“ true copies ” by a competent authority. A specimen appli- 
cation form, copies of which may be had fioni the Secretary to 
the Univoreity Bureau or Ijocal Advisory Committee, will he 
found on pages ix to xii. 

With regal d to O.xford and Camlnidge, it is especially 
important to note that applications should be forwarded as early 
as possible. At these Uuiveisitics thcie is always a long waiting 
list of applicants, alieady in many cases fully qualified for 
admission, and this is usually ciicnlated for the consideiatioii 


of the various Colleges in March and April of each j^ear. 
^loreover, it is to be remembered that a largo nmnber of 
students desiring admission to Oxford or Cambridge send in 
their applications at least one year ahead, and in many 
instances even two or thiee years. At most of the Univeisities 
^ Tijl Colleges in this country the number of applications 
■^0/.^^iably e.xceeds the number of vacancies available, and 
' earlier an application is submitted (provided that the 
'* ■^^catioual and other qualifications are satisfactoiy) the belter 
, chance of success. 

It is especially important that Indian graduates who are 
‘^Oesirons of taking jiost-graduale or lesearch coui'ses, or even 
’when exemption is required from a poition of the ordinaiy 
degree course, should submit their applications at a A'eiy early 
date. At most Univei sities all such applications are considered 
individualty by the appropriate Board or Coniniitfee of tlie

Name and Age.

form or spelling, the applicant shoidd send or bring with 
a statement signed by some responsible authority ecrlifijff‘9 
that the form of name which the applicant has adopted is a 
recognised variant of that rchich appears on his certificates or 
passport. Similarhj, applicants .should be in possession of 
authoritative evidence of age in addition to the passport. 

Preliminary Qualifications. 

For admission to a University degree coiu’se, a student j 
must either have passed tlie _ matiiculation or equivalent 
entrance examination o£ tbe desired University, or be able to 
obtain exemption tberefi'om in virtue of a qualification already 
obtained in India. _ _ . 

As a general rule, all Universities accept a degi-ee of an 
Indian ITniversity as exempting from tbe matiiculation exami- 
nation, and many Universities accept also the Inteimediate of 
an Indian University.

It 
shoiihl be remembered, moreover, tliat I'nivei-sitics and educa- 
tional institutions in tliis countiy raiely or never giant any 
exemption as a mere matter of fonn or as a “riglit” to which 
a student is necessarily entitled ; all such apiilications or claims 
are, as a general rule, consideicd on their individual merits, 
and it is never safe for a student to assume, without definite 
reference to the institution concerned, that ho is “entitled” 
to a certain concession or exemption merely because he is in 
possession of certain qualifications. 

Expenses of Living. 

The expenses of living in this country should also he 
carefully considered. As a general rule it should he 
recognised that it is hardly possible for an Indian student 
to maintain himself in Great Britain in the same way as his 
fellow English students on an income of less tlian X.'J00t per 
annum (excluding fees). In addition, allowance should be 
made for a preliminary outfit (clothes, &c.) at a cost of about 
£30. It might here be pointed out that it is not advdsablo 
for a student to make large purcliascs of clothes in India. He 
will be better able to decide his requirements after his arriv'al, 
whereas a student who has purchased a complete outfit in 
India may find himself compelled to discard most of it as 
unsuitable, and to spend a further amount in this country. 
He should, therefore, only provide himself with sufficient 
clothes for the v'oyage and for the first week or two after his 
arrival in England. 

In the case of Oxford and Cambridge, a student going to 
either of these Universities should be prepared to spend not 
less than £350 to £400 per annum. Even a non-coUegiate 
student may lose a great deal of the advantages to be gained 
from the corporate and social life of the Univeisities if he 
comes with less than £300 (see also pages 48 and 133). 

For students, other than those at (Cambridge or Oxford, the 
following estimate of expenditure may serve as a usefvil 
guide : — 

Board and lodgings, Horn £2 a week upwards. 

Pocket money, including travelling, laundry and luncheons, 
£1 a week or more according to circumstances. 

Olubs and societies’ subscriptions, £4 to £10 per annum. 

Books and instruments, £10 per annum. 

Clothes, £10 to £15 per annum. 

Holidays, £10 to £15 per annum. 

Emergencies and incidentals, £10 per annum.

t This figure may be regarded as the average required by a young student in 
London: older and more experienced students might manage on loss, espooiaily if 
they are at one of the provincial Universities. 



The lower figures given in the above estimate represent the 
bare minimum which may sullice for a student who is careful 
and used to rigid economy in personal expenses, but each 
individual should decide for himself according to his means as 
to how much he is to spend on the various items of expenditure. 
The College or L niversity fees, on the other hand, naturally 
varj- according to tlie institution selected and the course of 
study to he pursued ; full parti culai-s will be found in the 
relevant sections of the Handbook. 

Women Students. 

bidian women students are now coming to this comitry in 
increasing numbei-s for Univereity and professional education, 
and whilst the general reraaidcs given above are in large 
measime equally applicable to them, it may be useful to add 
a few specuil considerations. Fimt of all, it is assumed tlmt 
the ^many difficulties iu the waj’ of securing their admission 
to I'liivereities, Colleges, Medical Schools, &c., in this countiT 
m'e fully recognised by parents and guardians in India, and 
It is perhaps scarcely necessary to say tiiat the most definite 
arrangements should always be made before the student leaves 
bidia, not onl}- in regard to her admission to a sxiitable 
University, College or School, hut also for her residence in a 
hostel (.if such is attached to the particular institution con- 
cerned) or with a suitable private house where she can live as 
a member of the family. Students residing in college hostels 
inay he reqxiired to make otiier arrangements for their residence 
during A acations, especially the Summer A’acation, but the 
authorities of the College concerned will usualh^ give the 
necessary help and advice in this matter. Addresses of 
suitable accominodation both during term and vacation times 
can be obtained through the Office of the High Commissioner 
for India (Ediuation Department) and students can he helped 
with regard to holidays both in England and on 
the Continent. 

The figures given above as to the cost of living in this 
country should be taken as an absolute minimum in the case 
or women students, for even if they reside in College hostels 
during term-time they will still have to provide for their 
expenses during vacations, a total of from four to five montlis 
each year. 

_As _a general rule, women students would be well advised to 
arrive in this country not later than the end of August to enable 
them to become acclimatised, to some extent at least, before the 
commencement of the academic year in October. During their 
first tciTO they rvill then he less likely to suffer, as has often 
been tlie case, from illness due to change of climate and 
condmcins generally. If sufficient notice is given beforehand 
arrangonienls c.an he made for mooting wornen students on 
their arrival in this countrv, and for thoir accoinmodatiou in 
rocoiiunended hostels or with private families. 
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Stotlents placed in the charge o£ the High Commissioner. 

It has heeii found that many Indian parents or guardians 
sending their sons, daughters or wards to this country are 
anxious to place fhcni under the care of some lady or gentleman 
lesident heie. who can look after them, give them good advice 
on the many and vaiicd dilTiculties with which from time to 
time thcj* fntd themselves confronted, and help them to arrange 
and keep their expenditure within the limits of their allowances. 
Sometime.s it is possible to make a satisfactory aiTangement 
with private indi\iduals in Great Britain, hat when this cannot 
he done such students may bo placed in the charge of the 
High Commissioner for the puiimse of their education in this 
country. If the student is to reside in Glasgow or -Manchester 
this duty can be undertakeu by the Local Advisers there, or if 
in Edinburgh, by the Univeisity Adviser, all of whom are 
membei-s of the University staff. The main object of this 
arrangement is to take charge of the remittances received on 
behalf of the student, and to disburse to him a regular allow- 
ance fixed in accordance with an estimate of expenses drawn 
up and submitted to India for the approval of the parent or 
guardian. At the same time the student is given every possible 
assistance or advice he requiics, and audited accounts of all 
money received and periodical reports on the health, work, and 
progress of the student are sent to the parent oi guardian in 
India, to whom it is alwaj’s open to terminate the arrangement 
if and when he so desires. 

The Office of the High Commissioner (Education Depart- 
ment) is, moreover, willing to assist all students with advice 
botli on educational and other mattere, whether or no they have 
been placed in the charge of the High Commissioner. 

Board and Lodging. 

Students proceeding to England are advised to notify to 
the Seci-etary, Indian Students’ Accommodation Committee, of 
their anticipated date and liour of arrival in London, and 
should preferably confirm this by telegiam from Maiseilles, 
as it will then be possible for liini to arrange for tliein to 
be met at the statiou, and for tlieir temporaiy or permanent 
accommodation. 

For permanent residence during the student’s stay in 
England there aie various possibilities to be considered: 
(a) residence with an English family ; (b) residence in a college 
hostel (where such exists); (c) residence in lodgings or 
boarding houses. 

The best advantages are of course to he gained from jesidence 
with a private family, which will usually enable a student to 
obtain first-hand experience of English home life and provide 
him with opportunities of making English friends, whose 
social pastimes and activities Ire will he able to share. 
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The next best alternative is a college hostel, if such exists, 
and if admission may he obtained. Tliis is likelj' to be 
reasonablj* economical, and would give the young man_ a 
good opportunity of obtaining the advantages of close associa- 
tion with Jus feUow students. Where, however, no liostel 
accommodation is obtainable and the student cannot afford to 
stay with a family, he has still the alternative choice of a 
hoarding house or lodgings. 

In respect of full board residence with families who are 
prepared to accept Indian students as paying guests, from 
21 to 4| guineas may he taken as an average charge. 

Good lodging accommodation may be secured at reasonable 
charges, varjnng according to the locality and type required. 
For partial hoard residence, wlrich includes bed, with dinner 
and breakfast on five days of the week and full board on 
Saturdays and Sundays, the charges vary from about 30s. to 
2^ guineas per week, and for full board from 2 guineas to 
3 guineas per week. 

Particulars of families who are willing to take Indian 
students as paying guests and of boarding-liouses or lodgings 
are kept by the Secretary, Indian Students’ Accommodation 
Committee. At most Universities and Colleges a list of approved 
lodgings is kept and students in the first place should consult 
the Secretary or Registrar (in the case of the University of 
London, the Secretary to the University of London Lodgings 
Bureau, 42, Torringtou Square, Loudon, W.0. 1). 


Tutors and Coaches. 


A list of tutoi-s who are prepared to read with resident 
pupils for a University entrance examination, or for any other 
examination, or to coach students, either at the pupil’s lodgings 
or the tutor’s own rooms, is kept at the Office of the High. 
Commissioner for India (Education Department). The fees of 
non-residential tutom vaiy from 7s. Gd. to 10s. 6d. per hour, 
according to the examination, subject and standard required. 

A list is also kept of competent coaches who prepare 
students for the Indian Civil Service examination in the various 


subjects, the usual charge being 10s. 6d. au hour. 

Lists of residential tutors, and of the subjects or examina- 
tions for wliicb individual tutoi-sare specially qualified to coach, 
are also kept. The average fee for residence and tuition is 
from 5 to 6 guineas a week. Fees are as a rule payable in 
advance and a term’s notice of withdrawal is risnally required. 

lu the case of tutors resident in the country, oxceUent 
facilities for sports of various kinds are usuaUy available

should come to this country without havingundergoneTthclroimh 
medical examination ; only in this way may parents or guardians 
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satisfy tlicmselves tliat flieir sons or wards ai'o strong enongli 
to stand tlio clinmto. f^loreover, if. is to bo reinoinbcrod lliat 
the j’onng student, after Ids Jirrival, has to accustom Idmsolf, 
not only to a climalo which may try him severely in the early 
months — if not during the whole couree of his stay — but also 
to a now mode of life which, in the majority of cases, will 
probably be vexy diffei'cnl from his life in India. 

A student in England should also make a point of being 
medically examined periodically, to ensure that he is not 
being advei’scly alTeclod by the conditions. Experience has 
shoxvn that the danger of tuberculosis to Indian students 
in this coxintiy — due to the great change in the climatic 
conditions under which they have to live — is vexy rcal ; everj^ 
precaution should thei’cfore be taken, and a student should join 
in sports and gaxixes and thei'cby obtain as much outdoor life 
aixd fresh air as is possible. 

Remittances. 

There is one geixeral consi<lcration which ought ixerhaps to 
be specially brought to the notice of parents and guax-clians, and 
that is the xntal necessity for the pi’ompt and regular despatch 
of remittaxices. Many cases have been known xvbere young men 
have been left stranded and destitute owing to delay in the 
arrival of their allowances. Such students ax'e inevitably 
obliged to borrow fi'om other students to meet their expenses, 
and the next remittance, when it does arrive, is utilised to 
pay the debts already incuiTcd, with tlie resixlt that in a very 
short time the}' again find themselves short of fxmds and are 
obliged to borrow once more. The habit of borrowing, once 
contracted, is not easily cured, and leads to all sox-ts of timxbles. 


General Remarks. 

To conclude this preface a few general remax’ks may be 
made on univei'sity and college life in this countiy and the 
advantages to be derived therefrom bj' an Indian student xvho 
is anxious and prepared to gain eveiytking possible from his 
new environment. Though for some time after liis arrival 
in tliis countiy he may feel himself a stranger in a strange 
land, it will to a large extent rest xvith himself if he does 
not, soonei’ or later, find liiraself ' quite happy and contented, 
and with ever-increasing oijportunities of making new fi'iends 
botli in his college and elsewhere. He must realise therefore 
that something more than industry and concentration on his 
pai't is I'equired ; the training, xvhetlxer in the lecture room, the 
lahoi-atoxy or the workshop, is important, hut it is not eveiy- 
thing. In British university and college life, sport and social 
activities pla}' a most important part, and the Indian student 
must be prepared and willing to cultivate the coi-porate life of 
his college — its debating and other societies, its recreation clubs, 
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and so on— so tliaf all these receive their due share of his 
and enthusiasm. The great A'alxic of univei'sitj’ and similai 
training lies exactly in this, tliat, whilst a man is eqnippmf? 
himself efficiently for his chosen profession, he has abundant 
and excellent opportunities of gaining from daily contact and 
co-operation with his fellow students in the class-room or_on 
the playing field those personal and social qualities on which 
real success in life so often depends. The difficulties and 
obstacles that somethnes stand in the waj- am not to be ignored 
— far from it ; but they should not be found insuperaide, as 
will be evidenced from the records of die unions and clubs m 
London, Oxford, Cambridge, Edinburgli, and elsewhere. 

And the Indian student himself can do much to help 
matters in this respect. He must make up his mind to imbibe 
and assimilate as much as possilile of liis new life and envii'on- 
ment ; be must not he unduH sensitive and regard with, 
suspicion or distrust any aspect of his college life which he 
does not at first quite undei-stand ; he must remember that the 
British student is often just as shy and reserved as he himself, 
and just as afraid of making advances. In a word, he must do 
what he can to identify himself witli the common life of his 
college, to cultivate that esprit, de corps, that spirit of loyalty 
and goodwill to his college and his fellow students which in 
itself M-ili do much to ensure liim happy yearn of university 
and college life as well as a valuable and personal equipment 
for the daj-s of work and endeavovu- tliat are to follow.

The examination is held in London only ; the written 
portion occupies two days, and there is an oial examination, 
for which attendance on a further day uill be rcquiied, in 
every case in which the Examines so decide. Every candidate 
is requiied to make a wiitten declaiation that it is his bona fide 
intention, to proceed to a degiee or diploma of the TJni\evsity. 
It is necessary to submit in original the certificates on which 
the application is based, but it should be emphasised that 
no pei'bon can be admitted to this examination without the 
permission of the Univeisity in each individual case. The 
examinations are held gencrallj' in JIarch, May, September and 
December of each year. 

Subjccis. — The written portion of the examination for all 
candidates will usually be conducted in accoidance with the 
following scheme, but the Boaid may vary the fonn of examina- 
tion in such cases as they think fit ; —

Affc and Name . — Satisfactory evidence of age will be 
required. Tiiis may be a certificate from the Registrar-General 
in London or from the Snpei-intondcnt Registrar of the district, 
or a certified copy of the baptismal register, or a statutory 
declaration of the candidate’s age made bcfoic a magistrate ora 
Commissioner for oaths bj- his parent or guardian, or by the 
Principal of his school, or by the candidate himself if of full 
age. To avoid any dilliculties students are stronglj' advised to 
bring with them an official statement of their age fiom the 
proper authority in India. 

Attention is finther drawn to the fact that if for any reason 
the name used by the candidate diflem in the slightest degiee 
from that given on his University certificates or diplomas, the 
applicant must submit a statement signed bv some resjjonsible 
authority explaining the change in name and ceitifying that 
the name given in the certificale or diploma and that being 
used hy the student lefer to one and the same person. A 
statutory declaration may be required in the case of students 
over 21 yeai-s of age. 

All students who intend to enter for this examination, and 
who are in any doubt as to any point in the Regulations, aie 
advised to communicate with the External Registrar. 

Entry fonus for the examination must he applied for not 
less than five clear wealts, and must he returned complete in 
all respects not less than four clear weeks before the fiist 
day of the written examination, which will be, in 1936, 
5th March, 7th 3Iay, 22nd September, IGth December, and 
probably at approximately die same dates iu 3937. When 
applying for their forms candidates must give their age, and 
state clearly what examinations they have jiassed. Cards 
of admission to the examination, on which are given all 
necessary instructions, will he despatched fioin the Universiy 
one week before the date of the examination ; these will not in 
any circumstances he sent out of England.

Examinations are held at each of the Scottislx Universities 
in September and March.

Ukivdiisity TnnMS, 

The academical year commences in October and consists ol 
three terms. Students generally begin their residence in the 
Jfichaelmas (October) term. It is important to note tliat any 
student beginning his rcGdence in the Lent (January) term 
is examined in the same triposes as those who entered the 
University in the preceding October ; bnt anyone entering in 
the Easter term is examined witli those who go into residence 
in the following October. Overseas students are seldom 
admitted as bye-tormists, i c. after the Micliaelmas Teimi. 

The Univci'sity Statutes require a residence of nine terms 
before proceeding to the degree of B.A. or LL.B., and in the 
case of candidates for Hononns these nine terras of residence 
must be consecutive. 

REsionxcE. 

Residence, if it is to count towards the keeping of a terra, 
must be either in a College or in licensed lodgings; in any 
case the place of residence nnjst be within an area prescribed 
by the University. 

Rooms in College ai'o assigned as soon as i^ossible, but not 
usually to freshmen ; in most Colleges the scholars have the 
first choice. Furniture in College rooms can usually be taken 
at valuation from llie jn-eceding tenant, and in some Colleges 
rooms are let ready furnished. 

Until accommodation can he found for stiidents in College 
tliey usually reside in licensed lodgings, which are taken bj’' 
the Tutor, and in this case it should be noted that these 
lodgings, unless the contract be expi’essly stated, are supposed 
to be taken for a single term only. Students are therefore at 
liberty to leave at the end of a term, provided^ they give notice 
at half term ; this may be given verbally, but it is wise to give 
it in writing. On the other hand, the lodging-house keeper 
is at liberty to let the lodgings for the_ subsequent term 
to another tenant. In anj’’ case, it is advisable for stiments 
to consult their Tutors with regard to licensed lodging 
accommodation. 

Those students, however, who by choice or of necessity reside 
in licensed lodgings are required to be present at dinnei m the 
College Hall on a stated number of days in the week. 

Tire IjOVG Vacation. 

Residence in v-acation time is not usually allowed by the 
Colleges except under special circumstances, but during the 
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Long Vacation in the months of July and August it is 
usual to allow a certain number of students reading lor 
Honours to reside in the precincts of tlie Colleges for a 
period of fi'om six to seven weeks, and the same _ permis- 
sion is often granted to medical students. In inedical and 
science subjects, courses of lectures are provided, while 
laboratories are open for demonstrations and private work. L' 
those students whose studies arc dependent upon laboratories 
and libraries, residence in the Long Vacation is often 
indispensable. 


Expenses. 

The cost of living at the University varies greatly, and 
it is almost impossible to make any satisfactoiy estimate 
that will serve as a guide in a particular case, since so much 
depends upon the tastes and means of individual students. 
In inanj' cases College fees and rent charged for college rooms 
have been raised, and the cost of living in Cambridge, as else- 
where, has greatly increased, affecting such items as board, 
books, clothes, travelling and other personal expenses. 

In the total expenses of undergraduates at Cambridge, the 
following are the most important : — 

(1) Fees charged by the University for matriculation) 
dues, examinations and degi-ees 

(2) Fees charged hy or through the Colleges for estab- 
lishment charges, &c. 

(3) Board and lodging. 

(4) Books, clothes, travelling and other personal 
expenses. 

(5) Keep dm-ing the three vacations. 

(6) Certain initial expenses, such as caution money and 
the expenses of furnishing a student’s room, should he be 
given accommodation in a College. 


initial expenses may be as low as £43 and as Itigh as £110 ; 
probably for an average student, the actual amount would be 
about £60 to £65. In the case, however, of students living in 
lodgings, there would be a reduction of £15 to £20 on the 
valuation of the furniture, but as it is general lor students to 
reside at least one year in College, which may he in the second 
or tlurd year of residence, this reduction need not he taken into 
consideration. 


^yifh regard to University and College fees the University 
IMatricrrlation fee is £5, and for tuition fee and College clues, 
&c., au average figure would he about £55 per annum. " 


I'or hoard arrd i^esrdence drrrrng tem, the average expen- 
drtrire worild be £120 to £140 per- annum. Personal expenses 

student concerned, 

brrt a sum of £60 to £70 mrght be taken as an average. It is 
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strongly advised, however, that shidents join one or more of the 
various College clubs, take up a smniner atul a winter sport, and 
in fact join to their utmost in the corporate life of the College. 

Possible additions to the above expenditure would be the 
cost of residence in the University during the Long Vacation, 
lecture and laboratory fees and private tuition. 

There would also be tlic cost of board and residence during 
tho vacations, wbicb would be from £2 los. to .£4 4s. or even 
£5 5s. per week, personal expenses during this period, an 
extra sum for holidays and for contingencies, such as doctor’s 
and dentist’s fees, &c. 

The total expenses of a student, including fees and keep 
during the vacation, coidd hardlj* be less than £340 to £400 per 
annum in a College and slightly less, probably about £300 to 
£360, for a non-collcgiatc student. 

UKivEtism" AXD College Teaching. 

The work of teaching is divided between the Univci’sily and 
tho Colleges, part of it being undertaken by the staff of pro- 
fessom, readers, University lecturers and demonstrators, and part 
bj’ the more numeimis body of College lecturers, the distri- 
bution of whicli does not appear, at first sight, to be determined 
by any fixed principle, but it is rouglily l.rue to say that Colleges 
concern themselves especially with older subjects, such as 
ilathematics, Classics and Theologj', wliile tlie liistory of the 
development of such subjects as the different branches of 
Natural Science lias made it inevitable that they should be 
provided for to a large extent b 3 ’' the University. 

The formal lectures of the University professors are nsuallj' 
open to all members of the University without fee, and for 
College lectures a reduced fee is charged to members or the 
College. The usual fee for a single coru'se of inter-collegiate 
lectures, given three times a week, is £1 11s. 6t/., but the fee 
for some of tire courses in Natural Science, Engineering and 
llodem Languages is considerably more.

The actual specific subject of lesearcb must be stated. 
Such terms as “Botany,” “Zoology,” &c., will only delay an 
application. Candidates for admission as lesearch students 
should be careful to outline Iheir proposed course as fully as 
possible, and to submit conclusive evidence of their ability to 
carry out research. 

The application should be made seveial months before the 
commencement of the teirn in which the applicant inoposes to 
begin liis coui'se. (Late application may jeopaidise admission.) 

It is open to the Boaid to lefuse the application if the course 
of research cannot be conveniently pursued at the Uniyersity, 
or if they are of opinion that the applicant is insufficiently 
qualified. If the application is granted, the coui'se must be 
pursued as prescribed. 

To obtain the Ph.D. Degiee, thice yeais’^ research 
must be carried out; to obtain the M.Tatt. or II.Sc. Degree, 
two years. A candidate for the Degiee of Doctor of Philosophy 
may be exempted from one year of reseaieh if he satisfies the 
Board of Reseaieh Studies that ho has alieady been foi not less 
than one year engaged upon research to the satisfaction of 
the authorities under whom he has worked, and of the Boaid. 
Certain other exemptions are possible, and are detailed in 
the Regulations for Research Students, which can be obtained 
from the Registry of the University. At least two years 
residence in Cambridge is necessary for any Cambridge degree 
to be obtained.

It does not cover the Long Vacation, though students 
desiring to continue their studies at Cambridge during this 
period maj* reside at the College in July and August at a 
charge varying in accordance rvith the number of weeks for 
which they may wish to stay.

Applicants must be at least 18 years of age, and must 
produce satisfactorj^ references. 

Students must pass the Previous Examination or obtain 
exemption therefrom, and eidier the College Entrance Exami- 
nation or the College Scholarship Examination.

The Batteusea. Polytecheic, London, S.W. 11. 

Thie College provides technical training for students 
desiring to enter the Mechanical, Electrical, Automobile, Civil 
Engineering and Chemical professions, including Chemical 
Engineering. It prepares students for the London University

Evidence of original resoaroh is required in each case. 

The Ph.D. is open to graduates of recognised Universities after two years’ study 
or rese.arch under direction iu tho University, an oral examination, and on 
prcsent.ation of a satisfactory thesis or published iiork. 

Graduates for tho Jl.Ed., which ij a two years’ conroe, must obtain the Teachers’ 
Diploma at least one year beforo actually obtaining tho Degree. 

Candidates exempted from any umvorsity exaniirations are required to pay the 
fee for such examinations before commencing their course of study. In the case 
of persons studying for tho dogreo of M A. or M Sc , or LL.M. or M.A. (Com.), or 
M.A. (Admin.), or Jt.Sc. Tech,, or studying for tho deirreo of Jl.Ed , tho exemption 
fees are ns follows : — Graduates of other Universiries, £3 3 s. ; persons who are not 
gradnatos, £10 lOe. 

Exemptions. 

The University has never laid down any general scheme for ex- 
emptions. Each sipplication for exemption from any part of a course 
is dealt with individually and on its merits. It may bo added that 
it has not been the practice of the University to allow exemptions 
from examinations, &c., to the same standard as those already passed 
in an Indian University. 

Note I. — ^Tho University urges that Indian students should make applications 
in sufTioient time (February or llaroh) so that a definite reply may bo received 
before the time comes for them to leave India. 

Note II. — Persons desiring to enter on a course in tho Faculty of Science 
loading to the Degree of 11 . Sc., or a course in tho Faculty of Jledicine leading to tho 
Degrees of JI.B., Ch.B., must have passed in Mechanics ns one of tho subjects of tho 
Matriculation Examination, or to give evidence that shall oe satisfactory to the 
Senate that they have attained a standard in Mechanics substantially equivalent to 
that of Jlntriculntion. In tho Faculties of Law and Medicine, Latin is required ns a 
subject of tho Matriculation Examination. 

Students entering on any course for the Degree of Bachelors in the Faculties of 
Science, Jledicine, and Technology, must have passed tho subject of Mathematics in 
tho Jlatriculntion Examination, or an approved examination in Mathematics of an 
equivalent standard.

General Information. 

Admission. 

No one can become a member of the Univereity unless he 
fii-st becomes a member of a College or other vSociety (see list 
below) before which it will be necessar}-^ either to pass Respon- 
sions, the firet examination of the course for the B.A. Degree 
(see pages 26-27), or to obtain exemption from this examination 
by one of certain other examinations which are lecognised by 
the University. An application for admission must, theiefore, 
be addressed, not to any oHicer of the University, but to the 
proper officer of the Society to which admission is desired. 
Indian students, however, should apply in the first instance to 
the Secretary of the Delegacy foi Oriental Students, Indian 
Institute, Oxford, either direct or through the University 
Bureaux or Local Advisoiy Committees, because practically 
all Socieiies receive applications only through the Delegacy. 

The Societies of the Univeisity are : — Colleges: All Souls, 
Balliol, Brasenose, Christ Church, Corpus Christi, Exeter, 
Hertfoid, Jesus, Lincoln, Magdalen, Meiton, New College, Oriel, 
Pembroke, Queen’s, St. John’s, Tidnity, Univeisity, Wadham, 
Worcester, Keble (this College only accepts students of the 
Anglican Cliuich) : St. Edmund Hall, St. Peter’s Hall, and 
St. Catherine’s vSociety (Non-Collegiate). 

The Societies for women students at Oxfoid are: Lady 
Margaret IlaU, Somerville College, St. Hugh’s College, 
St. Hilda’s College, and the vSociety of Oxford Home-Students. 

Women students of the Univeinity aie admitted to all 
degrees under the same conditions as those prescribed for men. 

Applicants for admission to any of the Societies are usually 
required to pass an entrance examination, and must have 
passed Responsions or an equivalent examination before coming 
into residence. Some of the Societies accept Responsions, or an 
equivalent, in lieu of their own examination, but the practice in 
this respect varies so much that no general rule can be given. 

The attention of Indian students is drawn to the necessity 
of a knowledge of languages Latin is needed for the study of 
Law, and French is needed for most Honour schools. Candi- 
dates are advised to leam the languages as early as possible, 
as they are required for both Responsions and the First Public 
Examination.

U^’ivEusiTY Tehms. 

The academical year, which begins in October and ends 
in July, consists of three terms, and residence during a 
certain number of tenns, usually nine and never less than 
SIX, IS a condition of adndssion to any degree. Terms must 
be kept by residence witlnn the walls of a College or in 
licensed or authorised lodgings, and the terms are tliree 
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periods, eacli of eiglit weeks, conimencing respectively iu 
October, J amiary, and April or Hay. Students should realise 
that though the rest of tlie year is called vacation, it is not 
intended to be reckoned holiday. They are expected to do a 
large part of their reading in vacation, otherwise they cannot 
profit by the lectures. 

Residence. 

Rooms in College cannot, always be provided for all 
applicants, and in such cases students must reside in lodgings. 
It is, however, to be pointed out that residence is only allowed 
in lodgings w’hich aie specially licensed or authorised by the 
Univei-sity autliorities, except in the case of men over 25 years 
of age, or married men ivhose wives are living ivith them. 

Expenses. 

It is not possible to make any exact estimate of the cost 
of a University course, which varies at difieient Colleges 
and depends upon the student’s own means and tastes. Below 
aie_ enumerated certain items common to all under^-aduates, 
wdiich give an approximate idea of the expenditm-e per 
annum in term time : — 

(a) Payments on commencing residence : — 

Univei'sity : — 

Matriculation fee, £5. 

College : — 

(1) Admission fee. UsuaUj' £5, but in some cases more, 

up to £20. 

(2) Caution money (leturned when name is removed from 

the books, and often in part on taking a degree), 
varies from £30 to £10. But some Colleges require 
a larger sum fiom men whose home is overseas or 
require a deposit to be made with the Delegacy for 
Oriental Students. See last paragraph, page 134:. 

(b) Payments during residence : — 

University : — 

(1) Dues, £4: 10s. per annum paid terminally. 

^2) Examination fees, about £9 in all for the B.A. course, 
exclusive of Respoiisions.

At Keble College there is a fixed annual charge (at present 
£]ot)t covering tuition, rent of furnished rooms, board aiK 
service. This applies to term only. 

The necessary expenses of a non-collegiate student slmuld 
be considerably less than those of a student re.siding jn ^ 
College. 

The expenses of an cconoinie.al man arc represented to a 
largely preponderating extent bj' the “battels” or xvccklyono 
terminal bills, which are sent in to him by his College, ^hc 
totals of battels have been constantly increased of late j’cars bj 
the facilities now afforded to undcrgi-aduatcsfor obtaining fro® 
the Colleges necessaries formerly supplied by tradesmen. 
Battels non- often include the bill from the common room 
store for the supply of groceries, &e., laundry bill, charge 
• for hire and depreciation of furniUire, provision of crockery 
and other articles in the rooms, as xvoll as a reduced composition 
of the many small payments and gi-atuities which in former 
times were payable, and wliicb, though they may be increased 
by liberalitj’-, may not be diminished by economy. Even sub- 
scriptions to College clubs, though not charged by the College, 
are now often paid through battels ; and except expenditure for 
books, clotlies, travelling and sneb amiisonionls as are not 
provided by College clubs, tbe only absolutely necessarj 
expenses of the economical man, beside his battels, would seem 
to be bis fees for examinations and degrees and the terminal 
gratuity to bis servant. r 

The total expenses, excluding initial expenses, for residence 
at the University, and also for keep, Ac., during the three 
Vacations, would be about .£400 per annum. Tbe ^expenses of 
non-collegiate students would be correspondin o-ly less — 
probably a sum of about £3.50 inclusive. ' 

Some Societies leguire, as a condition of admission, that 
Oriental students should either have their allowance sent 
through tbe Delegacy for Oriental Students, or should deposit 
^7itb that Delegacy a sum which, with caution money, will be 
enough tor a term s bul. 
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TJniveusitv akd College Teaching. 

Teacliiug is given partly by Univereitj’ professors, readers, 
lecturers and demonstrators, and partly by the more numerous 
body of College tutors and lectureiu ; it consists of lectures, 
more or less fonnal, delivered to small or large audiences, 
belonging to one or to several Colleges, and also of tuition 
— private and informal teaching — adapted to the needs of each 
pupil. The tuition supplied by the Colleges is now very com- 
plete, and unless an undergraduate happens to require teaching 
in some subject not veiy commonly studied, he will not, if 
he is of average ability, need the assistance of a private 
tutor. Occasionally, however, a candidate for Honours may, 
for one reason or another, find it advantageous to read for a 
term or two terms with someone who has given special attention 
to some part of the subject which the candidate is offering for 
an. examination. xVs a rule, only those who, from defective 
training or some other causes, fail to reach the average standard 
of attainment, require more individual help than the College 
organisation provides. For instance, Colleges will not undertake 
to teach elementary French, which an English undergiuduate 
has learnt at school. Such a student, before he selects a 
private tutor, should consult his College tutor, whose opinion 
Avill be a safer guide than mere report. Some private tutors 
form small classes, the fee for which varies with the tutor and 
with the subject of study. 

Degrees and Examinations.

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In Pass Moderations the necessary four subjects include trra 
languages chosen from Latin, Greek, French, German, U 
English, of whicli one must he either Latin or Greek, hu 
a candidate who is an Indian student, or is qualified o 
become an India?; sti;dent, or who has received the necessa'J 
permission of the Vice-Chancellor and Proctore, slwll be 
pennitted to offer as a suhstiUite for Greek either (3) 
or (2) the English language, provided that evmry capdidate 
who offers the English language shall be required to satisfy tlie 
Moderators in English composition, or (3) (at the examinations 
held in Hilary and Trinity terms) Sanskrit or Arabic or Persian. 
The examination is held at the end of each term, that is, three 
times a year. 

Notes. — (1) It is possible for a'sludcnt of Indinn parentage to offei 
a substitute for one, but only for one, of tbc languages prescribed w 
tbe Statutes. Instead of Greek lie may oircr either English (special 
books and comjiosition) or Sanskrit or Arabic or Pei'sian ; tbei'cfore be 
must offer either Latin or French or Gorman or Old English, ani 
usuallj- an Indian candidate will offer French. 

(2) The schedule of books pre.scribod for tbe subject “English 
language ” will probably be revised, tbcrefoi-e students must be careful 
to enquire what they are, as soon as they have been accepted foi’ 
admission. 

(3) The examination in the necessaiy languages compidses trans- 
lation from one or more hooks specially prepared, with translation 
from unprepared passages. 


Law Moderations include (1) Homan Law, (2) Criminal Law, 
(3) Constitutional Law and its history, (4) tlie history of the 
Judicial system in England. Under tlie first heading, one of 
the papers is on the prescribed Latin texts. The examination 
is held in June and September'. 


An Indian Senior Student is exempted from all parts of the 
First Public Examination, unless he is studying Agriculture or 
Forestry. 

Second Fuhlic Examination . — ^This examinatiou consists of 
a Pass School and an Honoure School. 

(a) Pass School. The Pass School contains many “ Groups ” 
of subjects, and candidates taking it are required to pass in 
tlrree of these, of which one must be a language subject other 
than English ; but, ordinarily. Colleges do not accept Iirdiair 
candidates who wish to take a pass degree, except in Agriculture 
or Forestrj' (usually probationers for Government service). 

(b) Bonours School . — ^The Honours School includes 26 sub- 

jects, a class in one of which is sufficient to enable a candidate 
to obtain an honours B.A. degree. The examinations are held 
once a year in the summer term. These include •

It should be noted that knowledge of Latin is necessaiy for 
the study of Law, and of French for the study of Modern History. 
An essential part of the Honours School of Philosophy, 
Politics, and Economics (sometimes called Modem Greats) is 
a good knowledge of two modern languages, the alternatives 
being French, German, Italian, and Spanish, but eithei Fiench 
01 German must be one. The couise in Engineeiing at Oxford 
is not suited to the requiiements of Indian students.

Each case is considered on receipt of full 
particulars, and it is therefore specially necessary that application 
should be sent early to give time for consideration ; in most cases 
a first class is required, in some cases a second class; (2) in order 
to obtain these exemptions it is necessary that applicants should not 
only have passed the examination fim their degree in India, but have 
obtained the degree, or produce a certificate that the degree will be 
conferred at the next Gonvocalion. The certificate of the degree 
must be produced in Oxford before matriculation, if possible; 
(3) a candidate should send a certificate from the Eegistrar of his 
Indian University, showing the length of time he has been a mcmbei' 
of that University.

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Research Degrees. 

(1) Bachelor of Letters {B.LUl). — ^Application is made by a 
candidate through, the Ilead or a tutor o£ the Society to which 
he will belong, to be admitted as a probationer student to a 
course o£ special study preparatory to research. The applicant 
must state the branch of study which he proposes to pui-sue and 
give ev'idence of his fitness to undertake a comse of special study 
therein and either (a) have passed the examinations required 
for the degree of B.A. at Oxfoid or have obtained a Diploma 
with distinction at Oxford, or (b) ha\ e taken a degree at some 
other University, such degree and such University having been 
approved by the Hebdomadal Council. In exceptional cases a 
student may be admitted who does not comply with these 
conditions, if he can satisfy the Board of the Faculty concerned 
that he is qualified to enter on a course of special study 
and reseaich. which can profitably be pumued under the 
superintendence of the Board. These exceptional cases seldom 
apply to Indian students. 

At anj’^ time before the end of his third term the probationer 
student will, after consultation with his supei visor, submit 
the subject of his tliesis for the approval of the Board. After 
a further period of not less than six months the thesis may 
be submitted, but six terms of residence as a member of the 
Universitj" are required before the degree can be obtained. 

The fees are £5 on admission, £o for every teim of his 
course of studjq £5 for examination, £7 lO.^. on taking the 
degree. 

(2) Bachelor of Science (B.Sc.). — An applicant for admission 
as a student for this Degree must state in geneial terms the 
subject which he proposes to investigate and give evidence of 
his fitness to begin research therein, and must either have 

(а) passed the examinations foi the degree of B.A. at Oxfoid, or 

(б) taken a degiee at some other University, such degree and 
such University having been approved by the Hebdomadal 
Council. The student is, however, not admitted as a 
probationer. Other students may be admitted in the exceptional 
cases described in the regulations for B.Litt. A supervisor will 
direct his work, but will not give systematic instruction.

Under certain special circnrastances exemption may bo obtained from 
courses of tho lower grade. Each case must be considered on its own 
merits, and ut no circumstances will it be possible to grant exemption 
unless the Heads of all Departments concerned are satisfied that the 
applicant is at the time qualified to puisue courses of a higher grade. 
It shonld be observed, liowevei-, that the minimum period of residence 
for a Degree is three j’ears and no redaction of tins period can be 
considered.

1. In all cases ■wlicio it is stated that courses may be accepted ns 
q[ualif}’ing for tho Edinburgh Examinations it must of course be under- 
stood that the amount and general scope and standard of the teaching 
are approximately equivalent to tho corresponding courses in Edinbm-gh. 

Each application tvill be considered on its merits and exemption may 
be granted from attendance or from both attendance and ex-amination. 

2. Students who require to pass any Degree Examinations before 
entering on study have the opportunity of doing so in September.

These Colleges have made arrangements by which, after one 
series of examinations, held in Edinburgh or Glasgow, candidates 
may obtain the Diplomas of the three bodies.

Universities in India (but not individual Colleges) are recognised 
under the same conditions as by the Conjoint Board of England, 
but the only curriculum and examinations recognised are those 
properly certified as having been taken at a University in India 
for a degree (not a ‘‘ qualification ”), which is registrable in the 
Colonial Part of the British Register.

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Indian students who propose to take the Degrees of M.B., 
Cb.B., must pass the four professional examinations of the 
University of Edinburgh, but certain coui'ses taken in India may 
be recognised if the University Court is satisfied that their scope 
and standard corresjxmd to those of the courses given in the 
subjects in the University. 

Univeesiti of Glasgow. 

A course of five years is required.* Within certain limits, 
instruction given by certain medical schools and teacliers may 
be accepted, but not less than one-half of the subjects other than 
clinical must be taken in this or some other recognised University, 
and at least two years of the course must be taken at the Glasgow 
University. 

Certain of the courses can also be taken at the Anderson College 
of Medicine, Glasgow. 

The examinations, except the first professional under certain 
very limited conditions, must all be taken in Glasgow. 

Students intending to start the study of Medicine in Glasgow 
must make special application. The necessary forms for applica- 
tion may be obtained from the Clerk of Faculties, The University. 

The number of students who can be admitted in any one 
year is limited and applications for admission must be received 
before the loth of June in any year. At present, students from 
India are only accepted for the full course. 

UNiVEEsm OF St. Andeews. 

The .course lasts five years.* Two of the five years’ medical 
study must be spent at the University of St. Andrews and 
the remaining three at a recognized University. The complete 
medical curriculum can be taken, the first two years in 
University College, Dundee, which is one of the constituent 
Colleges of the University, and the remainder at the Conjoint 
Medical School, Dundee; or the first two years may be taken 
in the United College, St. Andrews, and the remainder at the 
conjoint Medical School, Dundee. 

Tbinitt College, Dublin. 

Before obtaining the Degrees of Bachelor in Medicine, 
Surgery and Midwifery (M.B., B.Ch., B.A.O.) candidates must 
have obtained the Ai-ts degree (B.A.) of the University and 
have devoted at least five years to medical study. The Arts 
and Medical Courses may be taken separately or concuiTently. 

In order to join the Medical School and prepare for the 
Medical Degrees of the University, a student must pass : 

(a) The Entrance Examination to Trinity College or 
some examination recognized as equivalent. 

* The Preliminary Examination of the Scottish Universities Entrance 
Board (see pages SO-31) must bo passed before the courses can bo com- 
menced. 
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(1)) A Special Preliminary Examination in Arts or obtain 
marks showing sufiScient merit at tlie Examination, for 
Junior Exhibitions. 

(c) The pre-registration examination in Elementary 
Physics and Chemistry. 

The medical course is of five yeai's duration. Courses of in- 
struction taken at the Medical Schools of Universities the medical 
degrees of which are registrable in Great Britain and Ireland 
may be accepted as qualifying for admission to the examinations 
m the School of Physic, if equivalent to the courses given 
therein, but a student is not permitted to take any of the degrees 
m medicine unless he has attended at least three of the pre- 
scribed five years in the School of Physic, Trinity College, 
taken the com'ses of those three years and passed the Inter- 
mediate Medical (Anatomj'^ and Physiology) and all subsequent 
Examinations.

Any Candidate who is a Licentiate of the College, or who has 
obtained at any University a degree of Doctor or Bachelor of 
Medicine which is registrable by the General Medical Council of 
the United Kingdom, shall, if the Censors’ Board think fit, be 
admitted to the Pass Examination. The nature and extent of 
this Examination shall, in the case of each Candidate, be deter- 
mined by the Censors’ Board. 

Each candidate must furnish proof that he has attained the 
age of twenty-three years, and must produce a testimonial from a 
Fellow or Member of the College certifying from personal know- 
ledge of him that he is a fit and proper person for admission as 
a member as regards moral character, and he must also satisfy 
the Censors’ Board as to the sufficiency of his general education 
and culture. Candidates are given the opportunity of showing 
their knowledge of Greek, Latin, French and German by the 
translation of short passages from these languages in the course 
of the Written Examination, but such translations are optional. 

Any candidate admitted to examination who has attained the 
age of thirty years, and who can produce testimonials as to moral 
character and conduct and his general and professional attain-

The course for the Academic Diploma in Medical Radiology 
is open to registered medical practitioners and graduates in 
Medicine of London or other approved University. 

The approved course of study extends over not less than one 
Academic year at one or more of the Colleges or Schools of 
the University. 

The course will consist of lectures and demonstrations as 
well as practical instruction in all three subjects, as follows ; — 

Part I : Physics and Electro-technology — approximately 
50 lectures and demonstrations and 100 hours practical 
instruction. 

Part II ; Radiography, Radiodiagnosis and Radio- 
therapy — a course extending over thi-ee terms. 

The Examination for the Academic Diploma in Medical 
Radiology consists of two parts. Candidates may enter for 
Part I and Part II at the same Examination, or may enter 
for Part I only.

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Graduates (M.B., B.S., or M.D.) in Medicine and Surgery 
of Indian, Colonial and Foreign Universities recognised by tbe 
Examining Board in England, whose degi'ees are not registrable 
in this country, may enter for tbe examination for the Diploma 
in Tropical Medicine and Hygiene on fulfilling the above con- 
ditions in regard to study. 

Tbe Examination takes place in tbe months of January, April 
and July. The Pee is £9 9s., which entitles Candidates to ad- 
mission for the first time to either or both Sections, even though 
Section B be not taken at the same time as Section A. The fee 
for admission to re-examination, after failui'e, is £5 5s. for 
Section A and £4 4s. for Section B. 

The Hospitals and Laboratories recognised for this Diploma 
are Tbe London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine (ses

Tropical bledicine, Calcutta. 

UxiVEEsm OF Edinbuegh. 

This University grants a Diploma in Tropical l^Iedicine and 
Hygiene. The course is given during the Autumn and Spring 
Terms, beginning in October and the examinations are held in 
December and March. 

Candidates must be graduates in Medicine and Surgery of 
the University of Edinburgh, or bold coixesponding degrees or 
qualifications of some other licensing body registrable with the 
General Medical Council of Great Britain, or of such other 
Universities or Medical Schools as are recognised for the purpose 
by tbe University Court. They must have attended the courses 
in: Tropical Hygiene, Bacteriologj', Entomologj* and Parasito- 
logy, Diseases of Tropical Climates (Systematic and Clinical), 
Yector Control, Tuberculosis, Venereal Diseases. They must 
also attend a practical course in a subject to be selected. 

The fees for the Course amount to about £37 10s. 
Examinatioji Subjects: Tropical Hygiene, Bacteriology, 
Diseases of Tropical Climates, Entomology and Parasitolog}", 
Tropical Clinical Medicine, Optional Subject. 

The fees for tbe whole examination are £6 6s. 

UXIVERSITY OF LlVERPOOl. 

This University grants a Diploma in Tropical Medicine. It 
is open to candidates who possess a qualification to practise 
Medicine recognised by tbe University, and who present satis- 
factory certificates of having attended approved courses of study 
for three months, and pass tbe prescribed examination. The 
course can be taken at the Incorporated Liverpool School of 
Tropical Medicine, the fee for the course being £21, for the 
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examination £5 5s. , and on obtaining Diploma ^1. The exami- 
nation is held twice a j'ear : at the end of the Autumn and Lent 
Terms.

Tuberculous Diseases Diploma. 

University of Waxes. 

1. This Diploma is open to a candidate after the lapse of not 
less than two years from the date of obtaining a qualification in 
Medicine, Surgerj' and Midwifery, registrable in Great Britain, 
or in the Dominions, Colonies and Dependencies of the British 
Empire. 

2. Every candidate must have held, for not less than twelve 
months, a resident medical or surgical appointment on the staff 
of a Tuberculosis Hospital, or Sanatorium, or at an Orthopaedic 
Institution providing not less than one hundred beds for cases 
of surgical tuberculosis, or shall satisfy the Eaculty of Medicine 
that he has pursued a special study of tuberculosis equivalent to 
the above for a period of not less than twelve months. 

3. A candidate whose resident appointment has been held at 
a Hospital, Sanatorium or Institution receiving surreal cases of 
tuberculosis only, shall produce a certificate of having attended 
a course of instruction in pulmonary tuberculosis extending over 
one term in the Welsh National School of Medicine, or an 
equivalent course of instruction extending over at least the same 
period in an institution approved by the University for this 
purpose. 

4. A candidate whose resident appointment has been held at 
a Hospital, Sanatorium, or Institution for medical cases of tuber- 
culosis only, shall produce a certificate of having attended a 
course of instruction in non-pulmonary tuberculosis extending 
over one term in the Welsh National School of Medicine, or an 
equivalent course of instruction extending over at least the same 
period in an institution approved by the University for this 
purpose. 

5. Every candidate shall produce a certificate of having 
attended a com-se of instruction in the epidemiology, pathology 
and bacteriology of tuberculosis extending over one term in the 
Welsh National School of Medicine (Fee £6 6s.), or an equivalent 
course of instruction extending over at least the same period in 
an institution approved by the University for this purpose. 
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Courses certified as above (paras. 3, 4 and 5) can be taken 
concurrently. A list of institutions approved for these purposes 
may be obtained on application to the Registrar of the University. 
Examination. 

The examination for the Tuberculous Diseases Diploma in- 
cludes two parts, namely : — 

Part I. — (a) A written examination on the medical and 
surgical problems of tubei'culosis ; 

(b) Oral and practical work, including the examination 
of patients, the recording of the physical signs, the 
recognition of specimens, &e interpretation of X-ray films, 
and a viva voce examination. 

Part II. — A vTitten and practical examination on the 
epidemiology, pathology and bacteriologj’^ of tuberculosis. 
Every candidate is required to satisfy the examiners in both 
parts in the same examination. 

Examinations are held annually in the first week in J une. 
Notice of candidature together with the University Registra- 
tion fee (iSl Is.), the entrance fee (£10 10s.), and the necessary 
certificates must be forwarded to the Registrar of the University, 
University Registry, Catha 5 's Park, Cardiff, not later than May 1. 

Post-Graduate Colleges. 

Post-graduate study can be pursued in most medical schools 
and hospitals, but the following medical colleges and hospitals 
concentrate on providing post-graduate study only : British Post- 
Graduate Medical School (University of London) (see page 103) ; 
West London Post-Graduate College ; North-East London Post- 
Graduate College. 

Nobth-East London Post-Gbaduate ConiiEOE. 

This College is connected with the Prince of Wales’s General 
Hospital which is situated on the High Road,, South Tot'tenhain. 
It is recognised by the University of London as a place of post- 
graduate work for the M.D. and M.S. degrees and is authorised to 
give certificates accordingly. It is also recognised for post-graduate 
study by the India Office and the Admiralty, and by the 
University of Cambridge in respect of bacteriology for the 
Diploma in Public Health, and of that of Radiology. 

It comprises departments in Medicine, Surgery, Gynascology, 
Children’s Diseases, Diseases of the Ear, Nose, and Throat, 
Diseases of the Eye, Dermatology, AnEBsthetics, Medical Elec- 
tricity and Radiology, Dentistry, Pathology and Venereal 
Diseases. Intensive “ all-day ” Courses of two weeks’ duration 
are held at intervals throughout the year. 

Fees. — ^For three months in any single clinical department, 
£5 5s. ; for one month in all departments, £3 3s. ; ■ for 
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three months, £6 6s. ; for a year £10 10s. ; for a perpetual 
ticket, £15 15s. The fees for the Intensive Courses are £5 5s., 
or £3 3s. for either -week.

— Hospital Practice, including all the ordinary demon- 
strations and lectures, is £2 2-s. for one vieek; £5 os. for three 
weeks ; £6 6s. for one month ; £9 9s. for two months ; £12 12s. 
for three months. A course of attendance on either the medical

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DENTISTRY. 


To become registered as a dentist it is necessary to obtain a 
professional qualification either by obtaining tbe Licence in 
Dental Surgery of one of tbe Colleges mentioned below, or by 
becoming a graduate or licentiate in dentistrj" or dental surgery of 
a recognised University in tbe United Kingdom. 

It should be noted that tbe registration of dentists is effected 
under the Dentists Acts 1S78 to 1923 by tbe Dental Board ot 
the United Kingdom, and the practice of dentistry by un- 
registered persons is under tbe Act of 1921 entirely prohibited. 

Tbe Degree or Licence in Dental Surgery is awarded by the 
Universities of Birmingham, Bristol, Durham, Leeds, Liver- 
pool, London, Manchester, Sheffield, St. Andrews, Dublin, 
National University of Ireland, Queen’s University, Belfast, 
and by the Royal Colleges of Surgeons of England, Edinburgh, 
and Dublin, and by the Royal Faculty of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of G-hsgow. 

The preliminary requirements for the registration of Dental 
students are the same as those for Medical students (see page 


178).

Introrluction. 


ENGINEERING. 


A student who propoKcs to come to this <-onn(ry for trainin;:! 
in Lngineerin" should dofinilely decide before leaving fiidia 
wliich bninch ho wislies to study. IIo would, therefore, be 
well advised to eonsidi the I'niversity Information Bureau or 
Advisoiy Conimitteo o[ his Province, where he may obtain 
full infonnation and advice, and througli wliom he may 
Buluuit on th(' apjn-oiniato form his ajiplic-alion for admission 
to a [ luvcr^itv or College or Works, througli the Olfice of the 
Higli Commissioner for India. 

It should lie borne in mind that the conditions of academic 
or professional training differ sub-slantially in tiie various 
branches, and a student should not conclude on the ba.sis of 
mforination whicli he may have I'oeeivcd regarding one branch 
that similar facilities are available in anotlier branch. If liis aim 
16 to qualify for Chiveniment appointment he should not fail to 
ascertain from the Public Service Commission or the Govern- 
ment Department concerned tlio exact conditions and regulations 
for recruitment, including the required qualifications and the 
lou er and upper ago limits. ^/JIc will then bo in a position to 
decide wliellior the necessary qualifications may not be just as 
well obtained in India, as, if so, ihei’c would be no necessity for 
him to proceed abroad. 

If, however, he decide to proceed abroad, lie should make 
siu'e^ that he has the educational qualifications required for 
admission to the academic or in-ofessic\ual course wliich he 
desires to pureuc in England or e]sewJ,i3re, or, if ho desires 
to undergo practical training, that the necessary facilities are 
available and that he possesses qualifications whicli will secure 
him admission to suitable works or factories. 

Full information regarding the Alatifculation or other 
Jlintiance Examinations of the Universities is given in Section 11 
of tins Ifandbook, but it may be noted briefly that a candidate 
hoi rung — 


(a) a degree of a recognised Indian University, will be 
exempt from Matiuculation Examinations of all 
universities ; 

(h) a First Class Intermediate Examination in the required 
sub]ecte, will be exempt from Matriculation Examina- 
tions of all Unwei-sities except London and Oxford ; 
{e) an Intermediate Examination otlier than First Class 
^termediate, wHl be exempt from Matriculation 
Lxaramatioiis of the Universities of Birmingham, 
Bristol Uurham (Armstrong College), Leeds, Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Sheffield.

suitable qualifications, generally not less tlian a good Hon oum ' 
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<1e/Tree, inchuling Matliematics, Physics and Chemist) y, but it 
must be realised that each application for such oxemptiou is 
dealt with individually, and a student should therefoie never 
assume that he will receive such exemption as a inatter of 
com'se. 

Civil Engineering. 

There ai'e two main methods by which a student may 
be trained as a Civil Engineer. 

(1) The first method is by serving as an articled pupil to a 
Civil Engineer for a period of not less tlian three years, and thus 
qualifying for admission to Sections A and B of the Associate- 
ship Examination of the Institution of Civil Engineeis. (Fuller 
details of the regulations of the Institution are given on pages 
276-282.) It should, however, be noted that a Civil Engineer 
Avill not as a rule accept a student for practical training until 
he has passed or been exempted from the Preliminary Examina- 
tion of tlie Institution, and the latter is best seemed by passing 
one of the specified examinations, e.g. a Qniversity degree or the 
Cambridge School Certificate Examination, in the prescribed 
subjects, before the student leaves India. A premium of 
approximately 300 guineas lor a period of three years is 
generally reqrrired for the pupilage, and a student must not 
expect to receive pay, and should be prepared to meet the usual 
expenses of living, &c., in addition to the premiirm. 

Special attention is drawn to the fact that although a 
student may in due course pass Sections A and B of the 
A.iI.I.C.E. Examination he does not thus become entitled to 
election as arr Associate Member. Further practical experience 
is required, and the application for the Associate Membership 
must be recommended by member’s of the Institution for the 
approval and acceptance of the Council. 

(2) Tire altei-native method of training as a Civil Engineer 
is bj^ obtainirrg an Engineering de^ee at a Dniver-sity, and 
supplementing this academic qualification with a period of 
two years’ practical training undei^a Civil Engineer. 

For all Civil Engineers a practical field course in surveying 
is indispensable ; suitable courses are arranged during vacation 
by Uni vei sities and Colleges offering degree arrd drploma courses. 
At least one “long vacation’’ field course in surveying rs advised.

Students who take the apprenticeship method should 
supplement tlieir practical training hj"- attending evening 
classes at the nearest Technical College so that they maj^ 
qiialify in due coiiise for the Associate Membership of the 
Institution of ilechanical Engineers (fuller details of which are 
given on pages 286-288). If this professional qualification is to 
he obtained in the minimum time, the Studentship Examination 
should be passed or exemption obtained therefrom before the 
practical work is begun. 

Mechanical Engineering has many subdivisions and includes 
Steam Boilers, Steam Engines, Steam Turbines, Hydraulic 
Pressure Plant and Water Turbines, Internal Combustion 
Engines, Petrol, Oil and Gas, Machine Tools, Mechanical 
Handling Plant, Cranes and Lifting Appliances, Locomotives, 
Carriages and Wagons, Refrigeration, Workshop Production 
and Direction. 

In Mechanical Engineering other than Locomotive, Can-iage 
and Wagons, Firms do not generally require a premium, and 
subject to satisfactory service may even grant wages, although 
the practice in this respect differs and wages cannot be 
guaranteed. A student who desires Mechanical Training should 
in all. cases be prepared for “no premiiun, no pay ” terms. 

Practical training in private locomotive works invariably 
involves a substantial premium, varying from £100 to £300 for 
a three years’ period. A premium of £150 per annum without 
wages is invariable for training in the Locomotive Shops of 
a British Railway and vacancies are very restricted. Such 
training includes running shed and footplate experience, 
which, if separately obtained, involves a premium of £75 for 
the usual period of six months. In this connection special 
attention is drawn to the fact tliat Indian candidates for the 
Mechanical Engineering and Transport (Power) Departments 
of the Indian State Railways are normally only recruited in 
India, and that selected candidates must be under the age of 19. 
(Full details can be obtained from the Public Service Commis- 
sion, India.) 

It is desirable to point out that after the completion of an 
academic engineering course broad and comprehensive rather 
than narrow and specialist practical training is essential for real 
engineering competence. Specialisation to be valid must be 
based upon prior broad general experience. 

Experience in mechanical workshops is arduous and good 
physique is essential. 


Automobile Engineering. 

This includes two main branches, either (a) the study of 
the manufacture of automobile engines, or (b) general repair 
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Training in a Power Station for a j-ear is a most useful 
preparation for similar employment in India, but is not. of 
course, to be considered as a substitute for manufacturing 
works training. 

The vacancies for training offered by firms in this country 
for Indian students are generally restricted to students ivho 
have graduated in the United IClngdom, and students without 
such degree or qualifying course in this country have therefore 
little chance of securing this practical training. Those who 
have obtained an Lidian Engineering degree or qualification 
and who wish to come to this country for practical training are 
therefore warned that it ma}' be impossible to secure the 
desired facilities for them, as they woiild not be considered 
qualified for the graduate appi’enticeship training and would 
be too old for the five-year apprenticeship course. Further, 
such students should note that in Electrical Engineering it is not 
the practice to accept partially trained students as “ improvei-s ” 
on a wage, and although some firms grant paj* to graduate 
apprentices, this is not the invariable practice in the profession. 
Usually no premium is charged. 

It may, however, be pointed out that some of the larger 
electrical engineering firms with branches in India are prepared 
to accept a limited number of apprentices selected in India on 
the recommendation of their managem or agents in India. 
Students in India who wish to be considered for these facilities 
should apply through the Company’s agent in India, and 
should on no account leave India until they- have been assured 
that a definite vacancy has been allotted to them. 

It is also to be noted that students sometimes aj^ply for 
training in both Mechanical and Electrical Engineering. It 
should therefore be clearly understood that though Mechanical 
Engineering necessarity forms a part of the general training 
in Electrical Engineering, it is practically impossible to qualify 
in both branches simultaneously. 

Electro-Communications (Radio Engineering, Telegraphy and 
Telephony, d-c.) — Students who desire to specialise in this branch 
should note that tliey should first obtain the usual training of 
an electrical engineer, viz. a University degree (which should 
include the subject of Electro-Communications) followed by tlie 
appropriate practical training. If desired they may also attend 
the postgraduate work in this branch of Electrical Engineering 
at the City and Guilds Engineering College (see pages 83-85). 

Attention may be drawn to the fact that this is quite a 
separate training from that required for wireless operators, for 
which good facilities can be obtained at the British School of 
Telegraphy, Ltd., London. Courses are also available at the 
Northampton Polytechnic (see page 120). 

Hydro-Electric Engineering. — For this branch students should 
pursue the usual course of training for -Electrical Engineering, 
viz. a University degree followed by practical training. 
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three yeai-s if he holds an “appioved” Degree or Diploma ') ; 
such experience must have been obtained for a period of at least 
two years (or at least one j’eai and six calendar months it the 
applicant holds an “ approved ” Degree or Dijdoina) m the 
performance or lesponsible control of stonework, timbering, 
repairing, and of either the getting of minerals thy hand or 
machinery) or any work directly connected with such getting 
at the face of the mine. This practical experience must have 
been obtained in Groat Br itain rn mines under the Coal klines 
Act, 1911, or partly therern and paith’’ elsewhere in such coal 
mines as may, in the judgment of the Examining Board, have 
provided equivalent experience. 

A new rule recentlj' made by the Board requires that future 
applicants who were urrder 17 years of age on the 21st Jime 
1935 will not he admitted to the Examination for Managers or 
Under hlanagers’ certificates unless they have first satrsfied 
the Mining Examiners that their general education, i.e. lorow- 
ledge nr certain basic subjects such as English. Mathematics, 
Drawing and Science, has reached a standard prescribed by the 
Board’s rules. The School Certificate of the Cambridge Local 
Examinations Syndicate is accepted as satisfactory evidence, 
but a boy who has beerr educated outside Great Britain and 
who holds some other certificate cover irrg the forrr subjects 
of at least equal standing, can subirrit full particular's for the 
consideration of the Board. 

Full particirlars and the requisite form of application may 
be obtained from the Secretary to the Board. 

The Board for Mining Examinations does not recognise, 
except in special circrrmstances, previous mining experience 
obtained in India, and in order that the Board may be in a 
position to decide whether any allowance can he made in 
individual cases, the nature of the work must be described in 
detail, rrrust be certified by a colliery manager or b}’’ some other- 
responsible persorr, and must be accompanied by information as 
to the approxinrate size and output of the colliery, the depth of 
the seam below the surface, the thickness of the seam worked, 
and the gaseous or non-gaseous nature of the coal. The Board 
is not prepared, however, to give any preliminarj’^ decision as to 
whether or no items of experience obtained in India or elsewhere 
will he accepted as counting towards the qualifying period ; a 
candidate for admission to tire examination must wait until he 
considerrs that he has satisfied the Board’s requirements, and then 
submit his application for their decision as early as possible 
before the date of the examination 

For the study of metallurgy, courses are available at the 
Eoyal School of Mines and at the Universities of Bii-mingham, 
Durham, Leeds, iManchester, and Sheffield. These courses 
extend over a period of three or four years, tire fii-st portion

This School provides students of Mechanical or Oivil 
Engineering with thorough instruction in the mdiraents of the 
profession, and in the manipulation of materials. 

Candidates for admission are required to pass a preliminary 
examination. 

Mechanical and Electrical Course . — Tliis Course is comprised 
in one 3 ’'ear, and is intended either for the student who intends 
to become a Alechanical or Electrical Engineer, or to follow' tlie 
Civil Engmeering or any other branch of tire profession. 

Civil Engineering Course . — The instruction is a continuation 
of the Mechanical Cotuse, but it can be attended separately^. A 
student who has not passed through the Mechanical Course 
is required to pass an examination in Algebra and Plane 
Trigonometiy, and to produce evidence to satisfy the Principal 
as to his proficiency in Mechanical Draw'ing.

The fee for the Mechanical Course (one year) is £54, for the 
Civil Gouise £75, and for a two-year course £120, if paid 
in advance. Special concessions can be arianged for Indian 
students.

Administration. The College is residential. Board residen 
accommodation charges vaiy from <£30 to £35 per term.

A candidate who desires to be elected a Corporate Mem ei 
(i.e. an Associate Member or Member) of The Institution o 
Civil Engineers is required to pass the Preliminary and Associa e 
Memhei’ship Examinations (except in so far as he may 6 
exempted by a recognised equivalent examination) and to 
satisfy the requirements of The Institution, having obtaine 
the recognised practical training and experience. 

Candidates between the ages of 18 and 25 are eligible under 
certain conditions for admission as Students of The Institution 
subject to passing the Preliminary Examination (unless they be 
exempt by a recognised equivalent examination) and snch 
Students can in due course in accordance with the Regulations 
take the Associate Membership Examination or part thereor, 
and after completing their practical engineering qualifications 
qualify for corporate memherahip.

The qualifications for flying aie licences “ A ” and “ B ” oi 
tlie Air Ministry. _ Full regulations aie contained in the Aii 
Navigation Directions, 1932 (A N.D. 11) as amended, published 
by the Air Ministiy and obtainable from His Majesty’s 
Stationery Office (puce 9d.) (Applicants seeking copies are 
advised to inquhe udiether any amendments have been issued 
since the Directions weie last piinted.)

G-nouND Exgineer’s Licesen. 

It will be noted that candidates will be required to have 
had such practical experience as in the opinion of tlie Air 
Ministp' will enable him to perform satisfactorily the duties 
for which the licence is required. This experience can in some 
cases be obtained at various training schools in tliis country. 
It is possible to obtain the required experience as an 
apprentice with a firm, but such facilities are not easy to obtain. 

The duration of such training and experience cannot be 
laid down, as the period may vary according to the indhddual 
needs of each candidate ; but onty in very exceptional circum- 
stances will a period of less than two years’ continuous 
application be accepted as satisfactory. 

A knowledge of spoken English and a good standard of 
general education is advised, and some Mechanical Engineering 
knowledge is useful.

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TECHNOLOGY. 

T-ho basis of near]}* all technological education isChemis^! 
and an Indian technical student i\iust have a knoAvledgc of i* 
RTibject to be in a position to begin his technological irainnig 
with advantage. The chief subjects of study are .Mathematics, 
Physics, Chemistiy (including a large amount of Orgj^i”^ 
Clieinistiy) and Draiving ; as jiiiich as possible of all 
subjects, both pure and applied, should be learned before coming 
to this country. 

At tlie various Colleges, Schools and Polytechnics ni 
tile United Kingdom whex'e technology is taught, there ar 
excellent and extensive laboratoiaes for both undergraduate an 
researcli work, whilst there are also in this country up-tO' 
date and scientifically-planned factories worked under snen 
conditions that the student receiving training nia)’’ readi ) 
acquire the knowledge and experience necessary to enable hun 
to conduct similar manufacturing oiierations in India. _ 
however, important for all students of technolog}' to realise tha 
It IS at present dillicult to obtain practical training in suitahm 
works or factories, especially in cases where secret processes aie 
involved and in branches of industrv where competition is veij" 
keen. 

Amongst the chief industries whidi may he profitably 
studied by Indiau students in tbis country are glass, leatlisi, 
?• fats,_ paper, pottery, soap, sugar and textiles 

(including dyeing). Separate" information is given below 
legaiding each of these industries, but it may geuerall}’' be 
assumed that, for students with little or no preliminary qualifi- 
cations, the techn.ological coiii-se is not likely to be of less than 
ve j ®ais duration. The time to be spent at college will depend 
a good deal on tbe character and the extent of the students 
previous education, particularly in Organic Chemistry (pure and 
applied) and Physical Chemistiy; and also on what previous 
knou'ledge be possesses of the nature and manufacturing 
metliocls of the industry in which he ivislies to train. In most 
lanc les of technology, moreover, an additional two years 
lesearcli work is considered essential— one vear in tlie college 

oia ones and one j'ear in the factory laboratorv of the works 
wiicre the practical training is being taken. ".The practical 
some of these industries, particularly pottery, glass 
V,. . howevei', be carefully selected, with special 

garcl to the .section. or braneb of tbe subject wbicb is likely to 
be most useful in India. 

Industries involving the use of carbolij'drates and of 
i c- ''®^^tablc oils are of great iiuporfance. A 
'iiou edge of tbe tecbnologv of carbobvdratcs is essential in 
relation to tbe preparation' of foodstuffs, and in conuection 
with fermentation processes, whilst oils anti fats are not only 
employed iii tbe manufacture of glycerine and of soap, but 
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are also used in tlie production of butter substitutes. As these 
industries natxirally depend on the careful selection and 
handling of their basic rarv material and of the mode of 
extraction, it is obvious that a good Imowledge of Organic 

Thfpoi ;mmlly available will bo given to men who have 
been educated and trained as (a) research chemists, (6) engineei 
chemists, or (c) chemical engineei-s. Class (a) are chemists only 
engaged on research work; class {b) are chemists fust, AMtii 
some knowledge of engineering, sufficient for the planning and 
building of the factory to the best advantage, and in designing 
and erection of its working plant; class Ic) are engineers first 
fullv qualified, but possessing an advanced knowledge of Physical 
Chemistry. In all these three classes an Indian degree in 
Chemistry is the best fouudation for work in this counli-j . 

It is useful for all students of technology to have at least 
a working knowledge of French and German especially the 
latter, in order to enable them to refer ^ standard voiks mid 
scientific journals in these languages, dealing witli subject 

with which they are concerned. Students of 
technological chpiistry would also derive great be efit ^3 3 
such of the special scientific institutions as hay o 

in connection with their branch of the profession.

At University College, the Ramsay Laboratory 
Engineering (opened in November 1931) prov 
training in the principles which underlie the 
operation of chemical plant. TJie laboratory is well equipped 
for large-scale e.vperimental ivork and also for cheinica^ 
engineering research work. The main work of the laboratoij 
will consist of the investigation of problems connected wit 
the transference of iirocesses Horn the laboratoiy to yie 
industrial scale, and the design and arrangement of plant foi 
the operation of such processes. The College has now insti- 
titted a postgraduate Diploma in Chemical Engineering, the 
course for which extends over one academic Session. 

There are also Schools of Applied Chemistry at the University 
of Leeds (Tinctorial Chemistry, Leather Industries, Fuel and 
Metalbirgj’’, including Refractories), Birmingham Univemity 
(Brewing), Edinburgli University, the Manchester College of 
Technology (Metallurgj’, Foodstuffs, Fuels, Electro-Chemistry, 
Textile Chemistry (including Paper Manufacture), Fermtntaeion 
Processes), and tlze Roj’al Technical College, Glasgow. 

Students intending to take up these courses should have 
the same qualifications as for Enel Technology (see below).

Fuel Teouxology. 

This is a useful course for postgi*aduate students who have 
made Chemistry, Physics and Mathematics their principal 
studies, or have graduated in Metallurgy Engiueeiung or Glass 
Manufacture. It provides a good Imowledge of the relative uses 
and commercial values of tlie various fuels now in use, 
under the general terms of solid, liquid and gaseous Juels. 
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Such solid fuels are coal, peat and wood in various forms, the 
uiost modern application of coal bein;? in its pulverised form 
and of peat in briquets. 

Liquid fuels include such as criulc petroleum, oil, spirit 
and alcohol. > > i 

Gaseous fuels include town gas, natural gas, producer gas, 
blast furnace gas and so forth. 

The course also includes boiler and furnace design and 
management, as well as combustion contiol and fuel economy 
generall}\ Postgraduate courses in fuel technologj*, including 
metnres and_ laboratory work, are provided at the Imperial 
College of Science, London, and at the Univeisities of Shefiield, 
iTauchester and J^eeds (wliicii specialises in Gas Engineering). 

Students iiitending to take up the special study of Euel 
Technology shouhl prefcrabl}’- have attained a good B.Sc. 
standard in Chemistry (as principal subject) with Matheinatics 
and Physics (as subsidiary subjects). It is also ad\'isable that 
they should have a good gi'oundiug in Applied ^Mechanics. 

Glass. 

This IS a highly technical industry, requiring a sound 
knowledge of inorganic and physical Chemistry, the technology 
of fuels and heating processes, jefiactory nmterials and furnace 
processes, and of tlie principles of engineering. The industry 
is divided into several brandies, all of Avliich ai-e separately 
worked, as bottle glass, optical glass, table ware (including 
cut, colom'ed and other decorated glass), common pressed glass, 
window glass, idate and mirror glass, electiic light bulbs, 
chemical and heat resisting glass, light blown and scientific 
and surgical glass. Excellent degi-ee and diploma courses 
are available in the Department of Glass Technology, University 
of Sheffield (see page 147). Practical trmning in finns is 
generally unobtainable. 

Although the course of scientific training deals with the 
principles underlying all these branches it is an advantage to 
the student if he already know to which branch he proposes to 
attach himself after training. Experience shows that students 
do best who have already graduated at an approved University 
in India in subjects including Mathematics, Physics and 
Ohemistiy prior to entering their course in Glass Technolog)^ 

No prior practical training at a glass works is essential. 

Leather Manuraoture and 'Lvnning. 

The University of Leeds prorddes a couiee in leather, leading 
to the B.Sc. or ‘Diploma of tlie Uuivereitj-, and _ advanced 
students can also work for tbeM.Sc. Students desbing to take 
the B.Sc. course should preferably have graduated in Science 
in India.

Oil. Milling. 

This industry concerns the extraction of oil from vegetable 
plants, finiit and seeds, and iiiA'olves a good knowledge oi 
organic cbemistry for testing and selecting the various materials 
from wliicb to extract the oil, witli its treatment before and aftei 
milling. The uses of vegetable oils for industrial purposes 
ai’e numeimis, and nearly all involve special machineiy and 
treatment, to be learnt from practical training at oil mule. 
Certain courses are available at the Battersea Polytechnic, 
London, and the Royal Teclinical College, Glasgow, and 
facilities for research in oils and fats are provided there; post- 
graduate courses in various tiroblems connected with vegetable 
oils ai’e also available at the University of Livei'pool, but 
applicants for such courses must pos.sess at least a good Degree 
in Chemistry. Practical experience with a finn is generally 
unobtainable 
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Courses m mineral oils are available al the Imperial College 
of boience and TecJinology (Iloyal School of Mines), London, 
Hie University of Birminghaiu, and at the Royal Technical 
Ooliege, Glasgow. 

Paikts and VahnjsHES. 

Certain theoretical courses aie available at Techiiica) 
Colleges in this country, but such training would probably 
not be sufficiently on the practical side. Facilities with firm's 
in tiiis country are exceedingl 3 ' difficult to obtain, and when 
available generally require pa^unent of a heavy premium. 

P^VPER, 

Students who come to this country for training in the 
manufacture of diaper should ceitainlj' have acquired some 
practical paper-mill experience before leaving India. As a 
general rule a three yearn’ coui-se is necessary, for wliich a 
good knowledge of Physical Cheinistiy and Organic Chemistiy 
IS needed, a certain amount of mechanical and electrical 
engineering, also some knowledge of French and Gennan. 
The manufacture of pulp for jjaper-making is a more or less 
separate industry. The College of Technology, Manchester, 
and the Battei’sea Polytechnic, London, provide good general 
courses in paper-making, and certain facilities for practical 
experience are obtainable for suitabli’’ qualified students. 

POTTCRV. 

A. good knowledge of Cliennstiy% including Physical 
Chemistry, is needed for this industiy, together with some 
Geology, Technology of Fuels, Fyrometvy, Calorimetry and a 
knowledge of refractory materials. Potterj- comprises a wide 
range of manufactures, and includes such crude articles as bricks 
and drain pipes as well as high-grade sanitary ware, earthen- 
ware, china, and the most highly decorated works of art. There 
is thus a liigh degree of specialisation, and the student before 
leaving India should definitely decide the exact branch in which 
he desires training and experience. Potter^^ of all types is 
manufactured iu England, and tliere is a College of Technologj’ 
at Stoke-on-Trent, wliere courses are provided and a diploma 
granted. The annual fee is £15 15s.

Facilities lor training in mills in this 
country are not usually obtainable. 

An excellent course in cotton manufacture is provided at 
the Municipal College of Technology, Mancliester, which includes 
a degree and certificate courses. The laboratories at Manchester 
contain all the most up-to-date machinery and chemical 
appliances, and the process of dyeing, printing and coloui-ing 
of cotton fabrics can be thoiougbl}* studied.

A student coming to tliis country for training in textiie- 
should have graduated in Science with Organic Chemistry as 
his special subject, plus a good knowledge of freehand auc 
mechanical drawing, as well as a European language, eituei 
French or Italian or German. He will then probably have 
to spend two years on his College course, and a fm'ther tv,o 
years of practical training in England or on the Continent.

Aberdeen. University of. 

The Degree in Agriculture in the University of Aberdeen is 
awarded on conditions similar generally to those at Edinburgh. 

Aberdeen, University of : North of Scotland College of 
Agriodltdre. 

The University of Aberdeen and the North of Scotland College 
of Agriculture work in co-operatiou in providing courses in Agri- 
culture, and most of the teachers of the Central Classes of the Col- 
lege areMembersof the University Staff. Coursesof instruction are 
provided leading to ordinal^ and honours Degrees in Agriculture. 
Facilities are also given for research work leading to the higher 
degrees of Doctor of Philosophy and Doctor of Science. Asso- 
ciated with the University and College are two research institutes, 
the Rowett Institute for Research in Animal Nutrition and the 
Macaulay Institute for Soil Research. Courses are also given 
which qualify for Diplomas in Agriculture and Dairying and for 
a Planter’s Certificate. 

Degree of B.Sc., in Agriculture. — The Course for the B.Sc. 
Degree with Honours extends over four academical years of three 
terms each and the inclusive fee is £105, payable in two annual 
instalments of £31 10s. each and two of £21 each. The course 
for the ordinary degree of B.Sc., extends over three academical 
years of three terms each, and the inclusive fee is £94 10s., 
payable in three annual instalments of £31 10s. each. 

College Diploma in Agriculture. — The course for this Diploma 
extends over two winter sessions of two terms and a short summer 
term which is spent largely on the experimental farm. The 
inclusive fee is £38 17s.

(2) that the examination named must be passed, as the fact 
that a University ma}' recognise another examination as 
exenrpting fronr its own entrance exairrinations does not neces- 
sarily infer similar exemption by tire Inns of ^ Coirrt ; for 
instance, a strrdent who passes the Special Univeisit}! Entrance 
Examination of the London University would be exempted from 
tliG XJni vGi'sity of Loudon Jlfitriculation, but tbis miglit not bo 
recognised by an Inn of Court as an equivalent to the London 
Matriculation Examination required under II.

Age. 

Every student must be 21 years of age before he is “ called." 
Exemptions. 

1. A member of a British or Irish University may beep term 
b}' attending (without the necessity of eating) three tlinnei's 
at the Hall of the Inn, instead of the six otherwise required. 

2, The Council of Legal Education may accept as an 
equivalent for the Examination in Roman Law: — 

(а) A degree granted by any University for wJiieli the 
qualifying examination incinded Roman Law; 

(б) A certificate tliat any student has passed an e.xami- 
natiou in Roman Law forming part of any such examination, 
though he may not liavo taken a degree. 

It is necessary for the student to submit a written appli- 
ration, addressed to the Secretary to the Council, together with 
the Uiiivereit}* Registiar’s certificate of his liaving passed the 
examination and tliat it incinded Roman Law. 

In this connection it should be carefull}* noted that the 
student with a Law degice of an Indian University is in some 
cases ^ required by the Council to produce a copy of the 
examination paper and a certificate of the marks required for 
a pass, together with the marks actuallv obtained by him in 
Roman Law.

It is very desirable that 
students on arrival should decide definitely under what name they 
desire to be known and not change it thereafter.

A pei'son wlio applies for admission lo the Imi of Court of 
Northern Ireland as a student will not be accepted unless he has 
taken Latin as one of the subjects of Ins Matriculation Examina* 
tion or passes the Matriculation Examination in Latin at tjie 
Queen’s University of Belfast, nor sliail he, if accepted as a 
student, be called to the Bar of Northern Ireland unless he is 
in possessiozr of a Degree in Arts of' a University in the United 
Kingdom or the Irish Free State, India, or tire Colonies, which 
has been or may be approved of by the Benchers of the Inn of 
Court of Norflienr Ireland. 


King’s Inns, Dublin. 

The rules for admissiou to the Society of King’s Inns are 
generally similar' to those for adniissioii to the Bar, Latin being 
a compulsory subject for admission, though a Latrn exami- 
nation may be taken by itself. ■ . j- 

Under the new Begulations which came into force m 
July 1933, the period of study for a call to the Bar has been 
reduced to four years provided tliat students who hold^ or ate 
proceeding to a 4gree in Arts from one of the Dniversu.es m 
Ireland, nameh'-, the National UniversUy of Iielarid ; Unir eroity 
of Dublin; or Queen’s University, Belfast or rn beu thereof 
one of the University degi'ees approved by tire Council of Legal 
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Education vvhicli entitle (liogo wlio pass it to a degree of that 
University, may bo admitted to (lie degree of Barrister of Law 
after a tbree-year period as asiudenl of tlic Ilononndde Society. 

Tlic student must attend the lectures imescribcd ■vvlicn 
keeping his lei-ms. Tlie total fees amount to .£201 11-^. for 
non-Univci-sity and £185 10.^ for Univei-sity students, each 
of which sums include £75 Stamp Duty to the Hovenue 
Commissioners. 


Indian High Court and Judicial Court Rules as to the 
Enrolment o£ Barristers on the Roll of Advocates. 

Allahabad. 

Any Ban’ister of England or Ireland, any member of the 
1 acuity of Advocates in Scotland and any graduate in Law of 
any University established by law in British India wlio in each 
case has further undei'gone a course of training"' for one year 
as provided by the Allahabad Bar Council under the nilesmade 
under section 15 of the Act, may present an application for his 
admission to tlie Roll of Advocates of the Court : 

Provided that a person who is a graduate iuLaw of any such 
Univei-sity or who has passed the A'akils’ Examination of the 
Allahabad High Court and has been or may be enrolled as a 
Vakil or a Pleader prior to the 14th December 1929, may be 
admitted to the Roll of Advocates on presentinre a certificate

(a) be has hand fide practised in one or more of the 
Courts subordinate to the AUahabad High Court for a 
period of not less than one jmar, or 

(h) he has undergone training'"' for a period of not less 
than one year in the chambers of a senior member of the 
profession whose name appears in a list prepared by the 
Bar Council and approved by the High Court, 

and on furnishing evidence that he is of good moral and 
professional character and is in aU respects a fit and proper 
]3erson to be enrolled as an Advocate : 

Provided that any Barrister of England or Ireland or any 
member of tlie Faculty of Advocates int Scotland avIio was 
called to the Bar prior to the 31st January 1932, and who was 
otherwise entitled to be enrolled as an Advocate under the rules 
of the Allahabad High Court in force prior to 1st June 1 92S, 
may be enrolled as an Advocate of the Court on payment of the 
prescribed fee under these rules :

and Final Examination of the Law Society (Law Society’s Hall, 
Chancery Lane, London, W.C. 2). 

PaEUMiNARY Examination (Fee, £4). 

This examination can be taken in either Febiaiary, July or 
October, and the foUowing subjects are prescribed ; —

(2) Writing a short English Composition. 

(3) (a) Arithmetic.

No books will be pieviously specified for the Language 
Examination, but passages will be given for teanslation at sight, 
witliout the assistance of a dictionary. 

Exemption prom the Preliminauv Exmiination, 

Exemption is granted unconditionally to any person who 
has taken a degiee in Aa-ts oi Laws, or has passed the Matiicula- 
tion or other corresponding examination of certain Universities 
in this country. Exemption under ceitain conditions is also 
given to peisons who have passed with credit in Latin and 
three other subjects selected from any or all of tbe following

Fees. 

The premium required vaiies with tlie standing of the 
solicitor and the amount of business done, and it may amount 
to as much as £315. It is probable, however, diat the 
articles can be arranged for £157 10s. — £210 with good firms. 
This fee does not cover the heep of the student, who should be 
prepared to spend between £240 and £300 per annum. In 
addition, stamp duties of £80 upon being ai tided and (after the 
Final examination) of £25 on admission, together with a fee of 
£5 must also be paid. A subsciiption of £1 10s. for a period 
of 12 months, 17s 6d. for a period of six months or 10s for a 
period of three months entitles ai tided cleiks to the use of 
(1) vStudents’ Library, (2) Common Room. The period of 
a ticket luns from the date of issue. They can also attend 
lectures and classes deliveied and held at the Law Society 
The composition fee for a complete cuiriculum of oral lectures 
and classes for the Inteimediate is £14 and for the Final £21 
(including Honours, £26 5s.). 

UNIVERSITY DEGREES IN LAW. 

The degrees of LL.B. or BL. of the vaiious Universities 
must he carefully distinguished from the piofessional quali- 
■fications of Baraster-at-Law or Solicitor, as they aie purely 
academic qualifications and confer no right to practise. For 
information regarding these degiees, see under the University 
concerned in Section IJ. 
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SECTION VII 


VARIOUS PROFESSIONAL 
QUALIFICATIONS 
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ACCOUNTANCY. 

The principal Societies in the United ICingdora are : — 

(1) The Institute of Chartered Accountants in England 
and Wales; 

(2) The Societj’ of Incorporated Accountants and 
Auditors ; 

(3) The Chartered Accountants of Scotland. 

All of llicftc require a student to pass the Preliininary, Inter- 
mediate and Final Examinations and to seimc for five years 
under articles. This period may he reduced by two }*ears 
to graduates of Universities in England and, in the case of the 
Society of Incorporated Accountants, applications for a similar 
exemption may be granted to graduates holding certain recog- 
nised Indian University qualifications. 

To become an articled pupil to a Member of one of the 
English Societies, it is uecessaiy to lie accepted as a pupil by' a 
Member of the Society for whose qualifications a student is 
working, and for this it would be necessary to pay a premium 
varying from 150 to 300 guineas, according to the status of the 
Firm. For the Scottish Societies, the xiremium is £105, and 
there is another £105 payable to the General Fund of the Society 
on the candidate’s admission after the prescribed examinations 
have been passed, as well as an annual contribution of v£5 5s. 
payable to the Endo%vment and Annuity' Fund of the Society. 

It should be noted that no student can commence work as 
an articled pupil until he is sixteen years of age (in Scotland, 
seventeen). 

The Institute of Chartered Accountants in England and Wales. 
Members are designated “Cliartered Accountants.” 
Preliminary Examination . — The Preliminary Examination 
for persons wishing to become articled clerks is held inliondon, 
Binuingham, Manchester and Newcastle-on-Tyne, and tire 
subjects are divided into two groups : compulsory subjects and 
optional subjects. 

(A) Compulsory Subjects : — 

(1) Dictation and short English composition. 

(2) Arithmetic. Approximate evaluation by contracted 
methods, i.e. calculation of results only to the degree of accuracy' 
required or justified by the data. Commercial Problems. 

(3) Algebra and Geometry. Algebra to the solution of 

quadratics, including indices. The nse of graphs for simple 
algebraic functions^ and for solving equations and practical 
problems. Numerical results to a few significant figures. 
(Grasp of simple principles will be looked for, and readiness in 
practical application, l.nt not skill in difficult analysis.) 
Geometry. The substance of Euclid I-JV, together with 
problems involving practical geometrical drawing (to scale). 
The use of scale, protractor, vernier, compasses, set squares, 
tvna of squared paper. ^ 
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(4) Geogniphy.^ Great Britain and Ireland, and a special 
subject of which six months’ notice is given. 

(5) Histmy. Outlines of the history of England from the 
year B.O. 55 lo date. 

(B) Optio7ial Subjects : — Candidates must enter for two (and 
two only) of the following subjects, one at least of which must 
be a language : — 


(1) Latin 'j The e.xnmination will consist of translation of 

(2) Greek j passages from these languages into English, and 

(3) Prench f from English into these languages, and questions 

(4) German^ in Gi'ammar. A candidate will not be permitted 

(5) Italian to pass unless ho does satisfactorily in Grammar 

(6) Spanish J and Composition as well as m translation; 

(7) Advanced Mathematics : Algebra, Geometry, Trigonometry ; 

(8) Physics ; ( 10) Geology ; 

(9) Chemistry; (11) Stenogtaphy. 

Tbis examination must he passed before a student is articled. 
Bxmiiination Fee . — The fee is £2 2s. 


Bxcmptio7i . — Certificates of Exemption from the Preliminary

Admission can only be obtained after serving an apprentice- 
ship with a Scottish Chartered Accountant and passing the 
Examinations which are conducted by the General Examining 
Board of the Chartered Accountants of Scotland on behalf of the 
Societies. The ordinary term of apprenticeship to be served is 
five j'^ears, and the apprentice must be at least 17 j'ears of age 
before beginning his service. Graduates of a University in the 
United Kingdom are only required to serve an apprenticeship 
of four years. An apprentice must serve his apprenticeship 
with a Member of the Society to which he intends to apply for 
admission. Every Indenture submitted for Registration must, 
before Registration, receive the approval of the Council of the 
Societ}’’ concerned. 

While the Examinations required to qualify for Membership 
of each of the Societies are the same, the financial terms upon 
which Membership can be obtained differ to some extent. 
Particulars of these terms can be obtained from the Secretaries 
of the Societies. 

The Examinations conducted by the General Examining 
Board of the Chartered Accountants of Scotland are usually 
held in the months of May and December. 

PuEHMINARY QuALIFIOAlION. 

This qualification must be obtained either before the 
commencement of the apprenticeship or within six months

The Institute oJ Actuaries. 

The qualification is one obtainable solely as the result of 
exanuiiation and a student is not lequiied to serve anv period 
under articles. 

An applicant for admission to tlie Class of Student must (a) 
have furnished such evidence of general education as the Council 
may from time to time prescribe and (b) have passed Part I of 
the Examinations under these or previous Regulations. 

As evidence of general education the Council will (subject as 
hereinafter provided) requite a Certificate showing that the 
applicant has passed the Matiiculation or General School 
Examination of theUniversitj' of London, or abiinilar Examina- 
tion of any University in the Biitish Empire, or the School 
Examination of the Northern Universities Joint Matiiculation 
Board, or the Oxford or Cambridge Senior Local Examination, 
or some other examination approved by the Council from time 
time or accepted on individual application. 

As a necessaiy jireliminary to admission to the Class of 
Student, application to become a Probationer must be made on 
a form prescribed for the purpose, to be signed by two Fellows 
of the Institute or by one Fellow and one Associate, and the 
applicant must furnish to the Council such evidence of his 
general education as is required above. If the application be 
approved the applicant shall become a Probationer on payment 
of an Entrance Fee of L2 2s., but the Council may at any time 
withdraw their approval and thereupon he shall cease to be a 
Probationer. Approval will be withdrawn if, within four year's 
from the end of the session in which a candidate became a 
Probationer, he has not succeeded in passing Part I of the 
Examinations. An extension of the period maj'- be gi anted 
if, in the opinion of the Council, sufficient cause be shown. 
Should a Probationer subsequently be admitted a Bleraber of 
the Institute by passing Part I of the Examinations, one half of 
the fee paid by him on becoming a Probationer will be taken as 
Covering the Entrance Fee as Student.

The Examination of the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

Thelloj'al Institute of British Architects requires a candidate 
for the Associateship to pass three stages.

For qualification us a Probationer the applicant must produce 
satisfactory’' evidence of a good general education. 

Such evidence, except in very special cases, must be : — 

(a) A Certificate from one of the Schools of jfVrclutecture 
recognised for exemption from the R.I.B.A. Examinations, 
to the effect that the applicant has passed, or has received 
exemption fi-om, an Entrance Examination ; or 

(h) A Certificate of having passed one of the Examinations 
recognised by the R.LB.A. for the Probationership. 

All applicants must submit drawings showing that they 
possess some knowledge of Drawing, except (a) when applicants 
submit a certificate of having passed or received exemption from 
the Entrance Examination to one of the Recognised Schools of 
Architecture, or (b) when applicants submit a certificate of 
having passed one of the Recognised Public Examinations with 
credit in Drawing or Art.

No fees of any kind are charged. 

Royal College of Art. 

This College is maintained (a) to assist the training of 
advanced students and (&) to give professional training to 
teachers of Art. 

The College comprises four main schools, viz. Sculpture, 
Drawing and Painting, Design and Engraving. There are 
also workshops for the practice of the craft of Stained Glass, 
Pottery, Embroide:^ and Tapestrj', Furnitux-e, Decoration, Metal 
work axid Enamelling. Students udii normally he achnitted to 
diploma coux-ses iix oxie of the four schools. The diploma course 
at the College is of three years’ dm-ation, and it is most unlikely 
that exemption will be granted from any of this period on the 
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ElTGiigtli of oUlcr diplomas or recommendalions. Iliglib' 
qualified sfudents may, Jiou'ever, take rip Hprcially^ arranged 
couraes rvitli the approval of the I’ritU’ipal. InstructionB given 
to Indian students will give every consideration (o tlio anna 
and traditions of Indian Art. 

Tile Professional Coume for Art Teachers occupies one year, 
and is open only to students who liavc already taken their 
diplomas in the College. 

Students must be not less than IS years of age and not 
more than SO on admission. 

It should bo understood hj' all ajiiilicanls for admission that 
the College is for veiy advanced students only. 

The College reserves to itself entirely the right to judge 
wliethcr an applicant is artistically qualified for admission, and 
though stiidoiits applying from India will he c.vcnipi from the 
entrance tests, the question of their admis.sion will ho judged 
solely on the work submitted, and diplomas or recommendations 
on the point of the artistic value of llie work submitted will not 
cany weight. 

It is essential that original work should be submitted ivith 
the application, but the Principal is prepared to accept drawings 
alone. The College will not hold itself responsible for the 
return to India of paintings or larger works. 

The fee for instruction is £31 lOs. for the complete sosrion, 
or £12 12,“!. for a single term or any less period. A sessional 
fee may he paid by instalments of .£'12 12?., .£12 12s., and 
£6 6s., at the opening of the terms of the session. 

A student desirous of joining the College must be prepared 
to spend not less than £150 a year for his Jiving expenses only, 
and should realise that there is little chance of liis being able to 
maintain himself by earnings from artistic or otberwork. A.lso 
that there are no College scholarships available to Indian 
students.

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Central School of Arts and Crafts (London Cotmty Council), 

This institution provides day and evening courses in the 
Schools of (i) Painted and Sculptured Aichitectural Decoration, 
(ii) Stained Glass, (lii) Furniture (making and design) and 
Interior Decoration, (iv) Textiles (design and weaving), (v) Cos- 
tume, (vi) Silversmiths’ work and allied crafts, (vii) Book 
Production (writing, lettering, binding, lay-out, &c.), Poster 
and Advertisement Design, (viii) Engiavmg (etching and litho- 
graphy), (ix) (a) Architectuie (Gcneial Drawing and Painting), 
day course only, (b) (i) Architecture and Building crafts, 
(ii) Drawing and Painting, evening courses only. The sessional 
fee for full-time clay courses is £20 (for London students in 
London). For evening courses the fees are fixed in accordance 
with the number of attendances per week. Candidates aie 
required to give evidence of having reached the standard of 
admission and of ability to profit from the instruction afforded 
b3’^ submission of examples of their work.

England.” The Report, however, considered that “ only 
students possessing high qualifications and alreadj' having 
obtained good practical banking experience in India would be 
able to take real advantage of tiaining in an English Bank. 

Candidates who satisfy the conditions laid down in the 
preceding sentence should arrange any training facilities m 
England which they seek through the Bank in which they are 
ctually employed.

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SCHOOLS. 

Boys. 

A Preparatory Sdiool in tliis countiy nsually accepts^ a Poj 
for admission at about tbe age of eight and prepares him for 
the entrance examination of one of the Public Scliools. Tins 
examination generally includes papers in Latin and Prencli, 
and special attention is paid to these subjects during the boy s 
course at the School. 

The school year consists of three terms of approximately 
12 weeks each, with four weeks holidays at Christmas, four 
weeks at Easter and eight weeks during the summer. 

Expenses at a Preparatory School, including board, residence, 
tuition and all extras, vary from £50 to £80 per term, according 
to the type of school. At a Public School the minimum 
terminal expenses are about the same, though at certain of tlm 
larger schools the charges may he considerably more. 
should, however, he noted that e.xcellent and cheaper facilities 
are provided by the Public Secondary and Grammar Schools 
throughout the country There are also excellent Day Schools 
where the tuition fees vary from £12 to £20 per term ; in such 
a case die hoy usually resicles with his parents or with a suitable 
guardian. 

Application for admission should include full particulars of 
the previous education of the pupil and at least two certificates 
of character. In the case of the larger Public Schools, where 
there is usually a long waiting list, the application should he 
sent at least a year before the proposed date of admission. 


Girls. 

There are excellent Girls’ Schools in this country which 
provide the necessary preparation for Univei sity entrance exami- 
nations as well as for the A'arious professions The expenses 
are approximately the same as at Public Scliools for boys.
